To the Citizens of Litchfield: 


We feel that we are fortunate to have Mr, Hall remain as 
Superintendent of this district Union (27). Also to have 
been able to retain the same teachers, Mrs. Rebecca Blodgett 
and Miss Mary Connor and are well satisfied with the result 
of the work done under their supervision. 


The hot lunches have been supervised by Mrs. Mary 
Haight as in recent years and with the aid of Federal Sur- 
plus Commodities the pupils are having the benefit of very 
nice lunches prepared for them each school day. 


As the kitchen stove was out of repair, completely worn 
out, we have installed a larger one and feel that it will be 
much easier to prepare the lunches. 


As it was voted last year to have a musical supervisor for 
the school, we obtained the services of Prof. John Priske, 
and hope that the parents are satisfied with the progress that 
is being made in music.
